Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7, 9, 11, 12, 25-31 and 34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The general concept of reducing noise in a received audio signal from a 
microphone by enhancing a target signal component with a first filter and blocking the 
target signal component with a second filter to isolate a noise component through 
beam-forming techniques was known in the art at the time of the invention as evidenced 
by Yang et al (US 7,206,418 B2). However, the Examiner has not found prior art that 
teaches or suggests the modification of Yang in order to periodically calibrate a value of 
both the first and second filters through a blind source separation scheme that uses 
second order statistics to separate the target signal component from the noise signal 
component on a frequency basis, as defined in the independent claims 7, 25 and 31 . 
Other prior art has been cited herein regarding suppressing noise in audio signals, 
however the other prior art of record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to arrive 
the combination of the elements and steps presented in the independent claims, again 
when said elements or steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. For 
at least the reasons listed above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of their 
respective dependencies upon the independent claims.
